ENDOMYCHICI. 

Family EUMORPHID.E. 

Genus Amphisternus^ Gennar. 

AmpMsternns sangidnulentus, n. sp. 

Politus^ nigeib elytris iiigro-cyaneis, crebre subtiliter 
])imctatis maculis cluabiis sanguineis, una basilar! rotunda, 
altera prope marginem oblonga medio constricta. Long, 
lin, 3.>—4, $ ^ 

Mas, til3iis anticis medio fortiter deiitatis, intennedils 
apice incurvis, abdomine seginento ultimo triangulariter 
exciso, circa excisionem elevato. 

A remarkable species, at first sight resembling an 
Encymon; the bifurcate prosternum, clavate femora, and 
tooth in the middle of the front tibia3 of the male, leave 
me no alternative but to place it here, or create for it a 
new genus. 

The head and thorax are glabrous, with a few fine and 
scattered punctures; lateral margins of the latter a little 
thickened and sinuous; basal sulci short, deep at base; 
width of thorax nearly tAvice the length. Elytra half as 
wide again as thorax at the base, ovate, blue-black; a 
blood-red round spot near the base; a broad vitta parallel 
to the margin, composed of two united spots of the same 
colour ; their surface shining, finely, closely and distinctly 
punctured. Antennae not A^ery long; joints 4—8 little 
longer than AA'ide ; 9 triangular, as long as AAude; 10, 11 
transAxrse. Underside shining black; prosternum chan¬ 
nelled and AA ith the apex bi-mucronate.

Genus Engonius, Gerst. 

Eiiyonhis siynifcr, n. sp. 

Oblongus, subnitidus, crebre ac perspicue punctatus, 
Ihorace antice excaA\ato angulls anticis prominulis retusis. 
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latcribns o]mcis, mcclio canallciilato; elylris fasciis clentatis 
cliiaJ^iis llavis, antcriore Immcrum fore clngontc. Long, 
lin. 4, 

Jjlack^ elytra and disc of tliorax shining, ohlong-ovatc. 
Thorax narrower than elytra, transverse; disc Avith a few 
])nnctiircs and distinctly cliannclled; sides reflexed, o]iaqiie. 
Elytra closely and distinctly pimctured; sides scarcely 
widened below the middle; apex rounded. The anterior 
fascia has its extremities recurved towards the base, and 
is bidentate towards the apex; the second fiiscia has two 
teeth corrcs])onding to those in the first, directed towards 
tlie base, and the extremities, and a median tooth directed 
tOAvards the a])ex ; neither ihscia reach the suture nor 
extreme margin. Allied both to 7s. cmmilarls and 7s\ 
lumilatnsy Gerst., the punctuation and form both of the 
thorax and of the markings is ditferent from either.

Genus Excymox, Gerst. 

Encijmoii fcrlalis^ n. sp. 

Niger, nitidus, glabratus, thorace subquadrato basin 
versus angustato, angulis anticis vix proininiilis, elytris 
violacco-micantibus fere impimctatis. Long. lin. 3, $. 

Thorax shining, black, the Avidth at the anterior angles 
a little greater than the length, the front margin but little 
cxcaA'ated; sides parallel for one-third, bcloAV AA’liich they 
are excavated to the base, but not A'cry strongly; disc 
rather coiiatx bctAA^een the basal sulci, Avhich arc deep. 

Elytra rather short, strongly convex, suture depressed; 
of a dark pur])lish-violet, A’ery obsoletely punctured, the 
]Mmctiire3 scarcely visible except near the scntellum. 
Legs, antennm and underside shining black.

Family LYCOPEBxDINIDMC 
Genus AxcYLOrus, Costa. 

Anci/lopif.^ huJiciis, n. sp, 

Bufo-piceus, nitidus, crebre subtilitcr pnnetatus, abdo- 
mine, elytris (macula humerali, margincqnc exceptis), 
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capite, anteniiis^ pedibusque nigris^ tarsis riifis. Long, 
lin. 3, $ ? 

Elongatej nearly parallel^ rather smaller than A, (jraphi- 
CHS, Head black, opacpie; parts of the month pitchy red. 
Thorax of the width of the elytra, covered with small 
distinct pnnctnrcs ; sides finely margined, a little narrowed 
to the base; anterior angles prominent, acute, hind angles 
a little acute; disc with well-impressed basal sulci. Elytra 
widest below the middle, evenly and closely punctured, 
exhibiting an indistinct sutural stria, pitchy black with a 
square humeral patch, and the anterior two-thirds of the 
margin pitchy red. Legs and antennm black, tarsi and 
extreme ti])S of the tibiae red.

Genus Phalantiia, Gerst. 

Phalcaitlia pictipennis^ n. sp. 

Depressa, palHde testacea,breviter sub-pubescens, nitida, 
confertim jDunctata, elytris inaculis diiabus et antennarum 
articulis tribus joenultimis nigris. Long. lin. 2, (^, $. 

Mas, tibiis anticis denticulo parvo triangulari prope 
apicem armatis. 

Head small, eyes prominent, crown thickly punctured; 
antennae nearly as in P. exsanyuis, with the exeexetion 
that only the three joints jereceding the terminal one are 
black, the seventh and terminal entirely Thorax 

transverse, hardly twice as wide as long; sides with a 
tooth-like projection nearer to the front angles than the 
base, giving the apx)earance of the anterior angles having 
been cut off. Margin slightly reflexed, basal sulci more 
evident than in exsanguis. Elytra sub-cordate, closely 
])unctured, xHinctures confluent, varied with marking of a 
darker fuscous colour and with two round black spots, one 
on the disc near the suture, the other near the margin, 
and placed obliquely nearer the apex; of the fuscous 
markings the most distinct is a lunule connecting the dis- 
coidal S])ot with the suture, and in the examples in which 
it is most distinct forming a V; another less distinct sx)ot 
on the suture before the apex. Legs pale testaceous; in 
the male the front tibiae have a small tooth on their inner 
side near the apex, in the female the apex of the elytra is 
more truncate than in the male.

T. ampllntumy n. sp. 

Breviter convexus, ferruglneus, nitidus, su])tilitcr creljrc 
piinetatus ; antennai nigrm articulis duobus basalibiis ferru- 
gineis, ultimo Imtc tcstaceo. Long. lin. 2. 

Head and thorax finely and closely punctured, shining, 
tlie latter transverse, half as wide again as long ; sides 
jiarallel for two-thirds their length from the base, narrowed 
then to the acute front angles. Hind angles right. Basal 
snlel distinct, continued for half the length of the disc. 
Elytra strongly convex, widest about one-third from their 
apex, whei’e they are ftdly twice the width of the thorax; 
humeral callus prominent. At the base the width of the 
elytra is once and a half that of the thorax, thence 
gradually widened for two-thirds their length, and evenly 
rounded at the apex. Scutelhim small, triangular. Suture 
not elevated, even. Legs long, femora compressed, ])ass- 
ing the elytra by half their length; tibim straight, a little 
thickened toAvards their apex. Underside shining.
